national sanitary  bureau  in  Washington.   In  19'*-7  the  name  "Pan 
American  Sanitary  Organization"  was  adopted  when  a  reorganization 
plan  was  approved.   At  this  time  the  Organization  was  designated 
to  serve  as  the  regional  office  of  the  World  Health  Organization 
in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  and  In  1958  the  Organization's  name  was 
again  changed  to  the  "Pan  American  Health  Organization"  to  reflect 
more  accurately  the  activities  and  purposes  of  the  Organization. 
The  functions  and  objectives  of  the  Organization  include  a  continu- 
ing attack  on  disease  at  its  sources,  reduction  or  elimination  of 
the  necessity  of  costly  quarantines,  and  the  stimulation  and  sup- 
port of  national  health  authorities  in  the  Americas  in  their  efforts 
to  control  disease.  The  Organization  is  governed  by  an  executive 
committee  composed  of  seven  members  which  are  elected  by  the  Direct- 
ing Council  or  the  Conference  when  it  convenes.   A  general  conference 
of  the  entire  membership  Is  held  every  four  years .

The  Conference  will  consider  a 
draft  International  Convention  on  the  Protection  of  Performers, 
Producers  of  Phonograms  and  Broadcasters,  drawn  up  and  adopted 
by  a  Committee  of  Experts,  jointly  convened  by  the  aforementioned 
intergovernmental  organizations  at  the  Hague,  May  9-20,  I96O. 
The  major  aspects  of  the  draft  convention  are  as  follows:   The 
basic  principle  of  the  convention  is  national  treatment  in  that 
each  contracting  state  is  to  grant  the  same  protection  to  perform- 
ances, phonograph  records,  and  broadcasts  originating  in  its  own 
territory.   In  addition  to  guaranteeing  national  treatment,  the 
convention  would  obligate  each  contracting  state  to  grant  certain 
minimum  rights  to  each  of  the  protected  groups .   For  example,  per- 
formers would  be  guaranteed,  among  other  things,  protection  against 
the  unauthorized  recording  and  broadcasting  of  their  live  perform- 
ances; record  manufacturers  would  be  guaranteed  protection  against 
unauthorized  copying  of  their  records;  and  broadcasting  organizations 
woixld  be  guaranteed  protection,  among  other  things,  agains  re-broadca^t 
of  their  programs.

The  Commission 
consists  of  not  more  than  twelve  commissioners,  two  from  each  country.
